Breakfast should be eaten in the 


morning before leaving the house for 
exercise or labor of any description.

WHY SLlVEkY FELL. 


Slavery fell, not because its iniquity 


appealed sufficiently strong to public 
sentiment to make the North crusad- 
ers in the cause of right, but because 
events came to pass which in them- 
selves were more or less irrelevant to 
slavery, but which in their unfoldment 
led to its extinction. 
The issue was 


'The Union, now and forever, one and 
inseparable" — not slavery — which 
united the North and unlocked the 
bondsmen's shackles. 


The fact is beyond dispute that the 


people of nations are not united by 
ethical or economic arguments to the 
prosecution of any great changes of a 
revolutionary or elementary character, 
but by events controlled by that Power 
whose purposes we cannot know nor 
understand. 
Witness the incompetent 


results of the fifty years educational 
propaganda of women to secure equal- 
ity of political rights, supported by 
the- profonndest ethical reasons, but 
unaided by any event of political sig- 
nificance tending to affect the ques- 
tion. 


It was the event of the Stamp Tax 


and the event of quartering the British 
troops upon the Boston people which 
united the colonists m 1776, and m the 
unfolding chain of the results of these 
events we find 'the reason which led to 
the creation of the American Republic 
—a fruition infinitely more important 
than the indirect events which stand as 
its causes, yet without these happen- 
ings the story of the American Repub- 
lic would be a novelist's 
Utopian 


dream. 


All the logic and eloquence of the 


greatest of our modern statesman and 
most profound thinkers havo been ex- 
pended fruitlessly so far as educating 
a majority of the masses to an appre- 
ciation of the fact that the rule of the 
Gold Standard is destroying popular 
liberty, and making conquest daily 
more and more of the individual fields 
of opportunity among mankind. 
THE CAMPAIGN OF FINANCIAL EDUCATION. 


A survey of the results achieved in 


the campaign of education upon the 
money question is not encouraging. It 
is an open question whether the silver 
men have held their own when we com- 
pare therewith the tremendous aug- 
mentation of the powera and influence 
of eombined wealth in shaping public 
sentiment. One great result, howevei, 
has been achieved. The creation and 
development of monetary science and 
the proof of the fundamental relation- 
ship existing between the quantity, 
kind aad restrictions of the currency 
of a country and the happiness and 
prosperity of the masses. 


The apathv of pnblic sentiment upon 


the silver question is but the repetition 
of the same indifference which has at- 
tended the discussion of every other 
ethical and economic subject. 
Eight- 


een hundred years of the exposition of 
the Christian doctrine by the most per- 
fectly organized propaganda the world 
bas ever seen, has not succeeded in the 
conversion of but a small fraction of 
the inhabitants of the earth. 


History may, however, repeat itself 


in tbe settlement of the silver question 
not by awaiting the slow process of 
educating a majority of the masses 
through hard times, pamphlets, editor- 
ials and the speeches of statesmen, but 
by events which even now are looming 
up on the horizon of the future and 
which, while seemingly irrelevant, yet 
contain, perhaps the germ of the solu- 
tion of the issue. 


War is at all times to be deplored; 


but infinitely worse than war is slavery 
whether the fetters qf bondage are 
borne openly or are endured unseen 


gravity of the situation and her present 
seeming quietude is due to the ap- 
proach of winter and to the more press- 
ing troubles now being enacted in Ar- 
menia. 


The days of the Sultan and his em- 


pire are conceded to be numbered. 
The nations realize that Turkey must 
be wiped from the map of Europe, but 
how, 
by Polandizing? The avarice cf 


all for Constantinople, the gateway of 
the East, is too intense to allow other 
than the arbitrament of war. And so 
they stand coldbloodedly watching the 
Turk wreaking the vengeance of his 
last hours upon unhappy Armenia, as 
an apt cartoon has it, with loaded gnus 
pointed at the Turk directly between 
them and with lighted match suspend- 
ed, because in line with the Mohamme- 
dan is England, France, Russia, Ger- 
many or Austria. 


War between England and 
the 


United States over the Venezuelan 
question, involving the peace of Eu- 
rope in its train, is not an impossibil- 
ity, although not probable, because 
England wonld have too much to lose; 
•well knowing that Russia wonld seize 
such an auspicious opportunity to se- 
secnre Turkey, Corea and possibly Bel 
ooohistan. 


THE ^RESULTS OF WAB. 


The first event preceding actual hos- 


tilities in the event of war, is the es- 
tablishment of military treasuries; the 
sale of bonds by the beligerent powers 
to purchase gold. The first monetary 
phenomenon antecedent to war _is the 
disappearance of gold from circulation. 
In the United States the gold reserve 
of the Treasury wonld vanish like mist 
before the sun. 


In order to forestall the witndrawal 


of gold by depositors from our banks, 
the moment the Treasury reserve is de- 
pleted the banks themselves would sus- 
pend specie payment. 


Without here inquiring into proba- 


bility of a disastrous panic ensuing 
the depletion of the gold reserve and 
the natural 
decline 
in 
securities 


caused by the uncertainties of war and 
augmented, were we a party to the con- 
flict, by Europe's attempt to cripple us 
in this way by discrediting our securi- 
ties abroad and throwing large amounts 
of a sudden upon our stockboards; let 
ug note the results which wonld follow 
the suspension of specie payment. 


Our paper currency is not a legal 


tender [.for the payment of interest 
upon the public debt, for duties on 
imports nor for the liquidation of the 
vast majority of obligations which are 
specifically made payable in gold. Sil- 
ver is a legal tender for tho first two, 
but is likewise discredited in the pay- 
ment of the last. 
Civil war in the 


United States, however, would 'resull 
in the attempt t>f the Government in 
such case to enforce for the benefit of 
the creditor class the specific contract 
law, 
even if its constitutionality was 


upheld by the Supreme Court. 


Silver being a legal tender for import 


duties, a premium upon gold could no 
be maintained without silver was also 
cornered. Hence silver likewise woulc 
be withdrawn from circulation and 
sold to importers at a premium ove; 
that 
very Nationa' Bank currency 


which is now so persistently declarec 
by the usurers of the nation and thei 
sycophants to be a better money. Th 
logic of a premium npon silver ove 
National Bank currency together wit 
the stress of tbe exigencies of war an 
the shattering of the fetiches of th 
financial e.nglo-maniacs would result i 
free coinage.

Boyescn's American ticginnlng. 


The early experiences in this country 


of Hjalmar H. Boyesen, the novelist, 
are thus related by him in one of his 
books: "On April 1, 1869, my brother 
and I arrived in New Yoik, and, after 
traveling about for some months, we 
took tip our temporary quarters in 
small town called Urbana, in Ohio, 
There I left my brother and went to 
Chicago, where I was offered the editor- 
ship of a Norwegian paper called 
Freuiad, which had just been started. 
In this positions I remained about a year 
and a half, but the ambition to write 
was sdong m me, and I soon saw that 
if I were to make a reputation as a 
writer I must master the English lan- 
gnage. To this end it was necessary to 
abandon all Scandinavian associations.
